concentrate more fully. His ears focus on his recitation, Se 


drowsiness is reduced and he becomes refreshed. According 
to some it is preferred (mustahab) to recite some parts of the 
Holy Qur’an in a raised voice and others are better 
(mustahab) recited silently because silent recitation tends to 
become monotonous after which loud recitation brings 
delight to the heart. When loud recitation tires a person, it 
will be relaxing for him to recite silently. After this Imam 
Nawawi «5 became silent. 

The same explanation is true for dhikr. It can be 
concluded as such from the (various) Ahdadith. If you were 
to argue producing the following Verse: 
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In thy (very) soul, 5 

With humility and remember 2 
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Without loudness in words, ... 
-(Al-Qur’an 7:205) 


Then let me tell you that this Verse has three dimensions: WEN 
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Between. 
- (Al-Qur’an 17:110) 
This Verse was revealed at a time when the Holy Prophet 
ASG recited the Holy Qur’an aloud. When the idolators 
heard him they hurled abuse at the Holy Qur’an and Allah 
the Almighty Who sent it. In order to stop their behaviour 
Allah the Almighty commanded the lowering of voice in the 


< recitation of the Holy Our’an. 
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ESX idols in retaliation as in the following Verse: 
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LESS: || Qur’an17:110): SS 
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they hurled abuse at it, at Allah the Almighty and His 
Messenger 2sa&i)2, so Allah the Almighty commanded the 
Messenger 2/2 to lower his voice in recitation such 
that idolators would not hear, not too silently that even the 
Companions could not make out what was being said but to 
adopt a middle way between the two. 
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2. A group of exegists (Mufassiriin) including ‘Abd Al- 
Rahman bin Zaid bin Aslam 255, teacher of Imam Malik 
eal, and Hafiz Ibn Jarir 405 have ascribed this Verse 
to a dhakir (person doing dhikr) while the Holy Qur’an 1s 
being recited. This is because the Book of Allah the 
Almighty should be recited aloud while all others should be 
subdued out of respect. This view is reinforced by the 
following Verse: 
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When the Qur'an is read, 
Listen to it with attention, 
And hold your peace: 
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y é: 
That ye may receive Mercy. b 
-(Al-Qur’an 7:204) <> 
< 
With respect to the above Verse it might appear to some eS 


people that perhaps silence is to be adopted at all times. 
This matter can be clarified thus: 

Even though the command is to remain silent it is 
superceded by another command calling for the constant 
remembrance (dhikr) by the heart so that it is not neglected 
altogether. That is why the Verse ends with: ‘And be not thou 
of those who are unheedful (Al-Qur’an 7:205)’. 
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3. Sufis tend to regard this Verse as referring specifically to 
the Holy Prophet 2%, the Perfect Exemplar, it is not 
for ordinary folk who are prone to deceptive imaginations 
and bad presumptions. These people have been 
commanded to recite aloud because it is an effective way of 
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eliminating such thoughts. This view is justified by a Hadith 
narrated by Bazzar 244) on the authority of Mu‘adh bin 
Jabal Aen: 

The Holy Prophet 22% said: “When anyone among 
you prays Supererogatory Prayers (nafal) at night, let him 
raise his voice in recitation because Angels pray along with 
him and listen to his recitation. Any believing Finn who 
happen to be in the air around him or living in his vicinity 
also join him in prayer and listen attentively to his 
recitation. By reciting aloud he makes all the bad Finn and 
devils flee from his home and neighbourhood.” 

If you were to argue producing the following Verse: 


Call on your Lord 
With humility and in private: 
For God loveth not 


Those who trespass beyond bounds. 
-(Al-Qur’an 7:55) 


And you claim that ‘the exceeding of bounds’ refers to 
raised voice (Jahr) in du‘a’ (supplication) by interpretation. 
In response to this let me inform you that there are two 
sides to it: 


(1) The more acceptable (rajih) tafsir (interpretation) of this 
Verse is that it refers to that du‘@’ (supplication) in which 
the original wording is exceeded by the one praying. Or it is 
that du‘@’ which has been invented having no basis in the 
Shari‘ah. This interpretation is supported by a Hadith 
mentioned by Ibn Majah ei and Hakim #35 in his 
Mustadrik. It is narrated by Abu Ni‘ama Sass and 
classified as Sahih (Sound). The Hgdith is as follows: 
‘Abdullah bin Ma‘gal USS heard his son praying thus: 
“O Allah the Almighty! I ask for a white palace on the right 
side of Heaven.” Upon hearing this he said: “I have heard 
the Holy Prophet 2&4&i% saying: ‘There will (soon) come 
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a time when some people among my Ummah will begin to 
exceed bounds in prayer.’ This interpretation is of a 
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Companion of mine. He knew best as to its meaning.” DS 
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(2) Even if the argument were to be accepted it still only RS Z 
refers to supplication (du ‘@’) and not to dhikr. A du‘a’ by its WES 
very implication is better said by lowering the voice. This REZ

It is precisely for this reason that Isti‘Gdha (Seeking of ss Ee 
Protection) said at start of Prayer is better (Mustahab) WES 
recited in a low voice during Prayer (Salah) because it SZ 


happens to be a du ‘a’ (supplication). 
If you were to argue on the basis of the following Hadith: 
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It is narrated by ‘Abdullah bin Mas‘id 2425 that he saw Ve 
some people in the Masjid reciting the Kalimah: La ilaha illa CSE 
Allah aloud in dhikr. On hearing this he said to them: “I see e< 
you to be innovators.” And he sent them out of the Masjid. te 
In response to this let me tell you that this alleged saying of g 
‘Abdullah bin Mas‘tid .22i\% needs a clear Isnad (chain of (ES 
authorities). Who are the Imams (Leaders) and Qur’anic REY

find it in any of their books? Even if this argument could be 

justified, it would still go against many other Hadith 
contrary to it.

I advise my friends that in their homes they should arrange 
the remembrance of Allah the Almighty daily and regularly, 
e.g. after taking a meal at night, they should go to one place 
and should remember Allah the Almighty in gratitude for 
the bounties of their Sustainer, and must do it. All the 
members of the family sitting at a place for some moments 
should recite A/- Ahmad Aamdulillah! (Praise is for Allah 
the Almighty!) A/-hamdulillah! and should then recite 
Darid (salutations) on to the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
XSi. This congregation should be an essential practice 
of every household every day and in every congregation 
these recitals should be read in every household. As in every 
household cooking of evening meals every evening is 
necessary, so is the remembrance of Allah the Almighty. 
Think over the fact that in the whole of the World, in every 
house, may it be rich or poor, arrangement for evening meal 
is made and the food is prepared with great efforts. But, in 
no house, is arrangement for remembrance of Allah the 
Almighty ever made. People have taken it that they come 
into this World only for eating and sleeping and that the 
whole of the night is for sleeping. It is not so. A part of it 


(the night) should be for the remembrance of Allah the 


Almighty. Working the whole day, eating away all the 
earning by the night and then sleeping is no way of life. 
Allah the Almighty has granted superiority to human beings 
over His creation and this superiority is due to the 
remembrance of Allah the Almighty. People request (the 
saintly) people for prayers saying that in their house 
sickness, poverty, worry and grief are ever present. The sole 
answer to all such questions is thus: "Perpetuate the 
remembrance of Allah the Almighty in your house. Of

Allah the Almighty has repeatedly ordained in His Book, 
the Holy QurGn, "Remember Allah the Almighty 
profusely." 

We neither speak of excessiveness nor do we practise it. 
Whatever is happening to us is due to abstinence from 
Remembrance of Allah the Almighty. People of a higher 
strata (of society) keep themselves busy in television, radio 
and novels. Whatever is spent on these is wasted. Instead it 
is essential to sit on the ground and engage ourselves in the 
Tasbih (repeated recital of the Attributes of Allah the 


- Almighty), Tawhid (praise of Allah the Almighty), Teh#/ 


(incanting that there is no god but Allah the Almighty) and 
Takbir (recital of the Greatness of Allah the Almighty). 
And, my dear, refrainment from it comes from Satan. 

The head of the family in the house should order all the 
members of the family to perform wudi (ablution) and if 
anyone of them has not offered the Ysha' (the late evening) 
prayer, he/she should offer it and, after being free, they 
should engage themselves in the Remembrance of Allah the 
Almighty as follows:
